Society by Professor Hxekwell, of the 
Department of Semelle Languages, hcj 
gave utterance to several startling dis- 
coveries, the result of twelve ye.irV 
research work on the lines of Hobraw 
nnd adjacent Mediterranean civiliza- 
tion.' 

The Jews, according to Prof. Brook- 
well, are of a curious, complex make- 
up, so that while one section of the 
ancient Jewish population were dream- 
ers nnd thinkers, the remainder were 
In «II likelihood of an essentially prac- 
tical turn of mind. .Many geographical 
hypotheses of modern Unies arc essen- 
tially fallacious, such as the belief that 
tho. Egyptian persecutions took place n 
the land ol the 'Nile, whereas In reality 
they ocurrcd in that part of Palestine 
which lies to the north of the Jordan. 
Fallacies of a similar nature in the 
realms of archaeology and chronology 
force the scholar to draw up new 
theories of their own wherewith to 
solve the problems of ancient times. 

Prof. Brockwell, in conclusion, stated 
tliat, ow ing to The fact that the ancient 
Jews were ethnologically descended 
from the three most virile races, 
Palestine was in reality the intellectual 
cradle ol Mediterranean civilization.

Senator Underwood of the United States Senate recently urged 
at a session of that House that imposition of certain reprisals on the 
Canadian Government "should that body. -continue, to restrict the ex- 
portation or pulpwood to the United States, r We, in Canada, are 
becoming accustomed to such outbursts and can even derive a certain 
amount of cold pleasure at the ever increasing desire of our cousins 
across the border to have their own way in all matters, national as 
well as international, t 

The^recent legislation whereby no foreign power could discuss 
the alteration of the American frontier is an example-. This was at oVl5 today, will the following 
made essential because a Canadian suggested that in view of the 
American Governments willingness to adjust European boundaries she 
sught also to be willing to settle the old Maine boundary controversy. 

Canadian newspapers have been experiencing increasing difficul- 
ties in obtaining the necessary supplies of paper products because 
of the. high handed action. of ccrtain.,American interests which appear 
at present to control the Paper market. So critical has the situation 
become that the Government has been obliged to enforce severe 
legislative measures with the result of the above mentioned com- 
plaints. 

Evidently the United States Government, or at least that element 
represented by Senator Underwood, does not realize the important 
fact that we arc master of our own Household, and that we naturally 
resent the impudent action of certain American Interests. 

,Wc would nevertheless be disrespectful were we to judge the 
whole American nation in the light of the above facts 
Delegation which recently returned from Des Moines expressed them- 
selves particularly pleased with the spirit manifested by the Average 
American College man, as well as by the leaders of the Convention. 
Sherwood Eddy might be cited, 'for the able manner in which he con- 
demned the action of the United States Government which, because 
of its peculiarly advantageous position, enjoyed large profits through- 
out the war. 

This latter type wc have chosen as exemplary of the real Ameri- 
can citizen, and in so doing wc believe we are truly justified.

During the Fall Terms wo -were In 
receipt of. constant enqnlrie»*regBrd- 
lng the future activities of; the .C' O.T. 
C, and at the annual, meeting of the 
Student Society a . resolution was 
passed to the effect that (ho C.O.T.C. 
should be maintained. v Notwithstand- 
ing the absence of adequate training 
facilities, it was decided to moke a 
start and, accordingly, a scheme of 
training was devised. This scheme 
is based on the principle of giving the 
most, suitable nad maximum, at train- 
ing wl.th the minlmuni, lnterlerence 
with the students' time „ . 

In addition to the Infantry Courses, 
the C.O.T.e. offers Special Courses of 
Instruction with a view to training 
students along lines most closely al- 
lied with their college courses,. For 
the Special Courses we have secured 
the best available lecturers, being all 
officers of Wgh rank and experience, 
of whom two living in Ottawa and one 
in Toronto bave 'expressed their wil- 
lingness to come to McGill at their 
ow)r expense and assist with the work. 

• The primary object and chief dujy 
of tho C.O.T.C. is the qualification of 
officers for, commissions' fn the Active 
Militia; - The training of 6'fflcers and 
their qualification must hëcoèsàrlly 
be voluntary; consequently, enlistment 
as members is solely at the discretion 
and election of the students. ' 

.McGlll Contingent, C.O.T.C, existed 
before the war, played an Important 
part during- the war, and will continue 
to be a useful and important activity 
at McGill University. The various 
Faculties at the University occupy a 
prominent position, and .its* Military 
Branch must necessarily he on the 
same high level. If McGill is to offer 
military training ot its students, it is 
my responsibility to see that tho in- 
struction is of the host. "~ With the 
hare? work and assistance of my Im- 
emdlate associates and of the several 
officers in charge of the Special 
Courses, the .C.OT..C. now offers an 
opportunity of obtaining tho best of 
military training and instruction. The 
acceptance of that offer and the suc- 
cess of our efforts rest entirely on the 
voluntary support of the student- body. 

In addition to. tho active training 
programme, It is proposed to apply 
for and form a Reserve fiorps to tho 
C.O.T.C, in which membership will 
entail no active training, and will be 
open to all ex-officers and members of 
the! McGlll. Contingent, , *nd to all 
ranks at McGlll whp. served overseas. 
This Reserve Corps will have as its 
object the maintainenee of the Interest 
and support of all students and gra- 
duates who desire to maintain a- mili- 
tary connection hut have not the time 
tor active participation. F * . • 

As. Commanding Officer- of the- CO. 
T.C., I am actively interested.- In. the 
erection v ot the propose^ gymnasium 
and armory At the . Stadium.. ; .Upder 
existing C.O.T.C regulations, enacted 
in 191 6,.. the, Government unredtakes to 
contribute one-hajf thOv.cost of. an 
armory, at any University whero the 
C.O.T.C. exists, . . Tho McGlll authori- 
ties have requested the co-operation 
of the Government In \he erection. of. 
a combined gymnasium on<l armory, 
but at no time during, negotiations has 
it been stipulated or suggested by 
either party that any Government ns- 
s/fetance will be conditional upon tho 
enforcement by the Unlvcrslt yof com- 
pulsory military training. 

• The question Of compulsory military 
training at SfcGlll .would seem "to he 
dependent upon the future ' military 
policy of Canada,, when It would '^'n 
become a question of offering to the 
students an opportunity of fulfilling 
their citizen duty while In attendance 



of military training. Moreover, It 
would not seem possible for the Uni- 
versity authorities to define a future 
military policy until such time as the 
Government sees fit' to make a public 
announcement.

Dear Sir:— 
In the. columns of the "Daily" of 
Feb. 10th, there appeaEod a letter in 
which tho writer asks which is the. 
more efficient for winter travelling in 
Canada, snowshocs or skil8,.and would 
the hunter do etterb on snowshocs or 
skits? He also suggests .a .cross- 
country race which the Snowshoe 
Club would compete against tho Ski 
flub over the same course, the race 
to take place on Ash Wednosday. 

In reply to. this letter, as one who 
has discarded snowshoos in favor of 
the easier and more cpjoyablo way of 
going across country during the win- 
ter months, namely on skils, I would 
like to point out to the writer that 
from the'oxperlence with both snow- 
shoes and sklls, that there is no doubt 
In the minds of most people who have 
used both which of tho two is the b*ot : 
ter. An expert on skils can go àny- 
where that a snowshoer can. In 'par-' 
tlcular cases where the country to be 
traversed is very heavily wooded and 
leaving heavy undorbush and steep, 

rocky slopes the snowshoer might ' 12 st. Sacrament Street 

have the advantage.'but in the average Members Montreal Stock Exchange 
country where there are a few hills 
or In a country such as the Lauren- 
tlans, there is no doubt that the skier 
ha sthc arvantage. Any slight dif- 
ference in the time that is required 
to climb hills is more than compen- 
sated for by the increased speed that 
he is able to travel down hill. " ' The 
energy required In climbing the hills 
Is much the same in each case, but tho 
person on sklis rcqulros no energy to 
slide down a hill, while for the snow- 
shoer It is almost as much work to go 
down a hill as it is to come 'up. . 

As far as skils apply to the hunter 
I think that If the hutner could be 
Induced to discard bis snow-shoes that 
have been used for the purpose for 
countless years, he would find that if 
he became expert on aklis. he could 
do his work better. This would par : 
ticularly apply to the hunter ...wlio . had 
a number of traps set about the .coun- 
try which he visited from time to time. 
If a trail encircling these traps were 
niado he would very likely, find that 
he could make his rounds in a shorter 
time. Very soft snow of a few feet 
tleep Is rather hard to make, good time 
on, hut onco a trail Is made it hVcasy 
going. 

Regarding the suggestion that a 
race be arranged so that the sriow- 
sboers would compete against the 
sk'llors I think is an excellent sugges- 
tion. 

The course which the writer sug- 
gests, namely from Carticrviile to the 
College grounds, I don't consider to 
be a particularly good one for the 
following reason's. ' 
. Cartiervlllc is about eight miles 
aw ; ay and the intervening country Is 
very flat and '■ altogether unwooded. 
The race would be merely ân endur- 
ance contest fought through uninter- 
esting country, In deep snow, which to 
anyone who has ever travelled, espe- 
cially at racing speed, ovor new un- 
broken snow would find a very labor- 
some pastime. 

A short course such as that follow- 
ed by the ski club In their race on 
Suturday -would be a better test' and 
I should think would be looked upon 
more favorably by more of the stu- 
dents.

POULTRY COURSE 
HASJOMMENCED 

Record Number Of Students 
In This Year's Short 
Course. 



The first lectures In the Winter 
Short Course In Poultry Husbandry at 
Macdonald Colege eommeneod yester- 
day morning with a record number of 
students. It was thought that tho 
Shor Courses in Cereal and Animal 
Husbandry and Horticulture during 
the past two weekh were each well at- 
tended, but over one hundred students 
have arrived for the Poultry Course 
this week, a number greatly surpassing 
m magnitude the number of atudents 
registered at either of the two earlier 
Short Courses. The interest thus 
shown in the poultry industry shows 
that though this branch of agriculture 
has been of great Importance In the 
past, its Influence on the production of 
human food Is likely to be still more 
important in the future. 

As in the case of each of the two 
previous Short Courses. ' this week's 
Course will be continued till Friday 
afternoon, during which time the most 
Important phusesiOf the poultry indus- 
try, as far as it affects the practical 
farmer, will be the subjects of the 
lectures and demonstartions. The In- 
structors are: Mr. M. A. .lull, M.Sc, 
hood of the Poultry Department; Mr. 
A. Taylor. B.S.A., assistant In Poulto ; 
and Mr. W. A. Maw. Agr. '20. 

A satisfactory feature of this course 
Is that a greal many of the. students 
attending it were here last week and 
the week before, wbiell goes to prove 
that they roust have been greatly bene- 
fited by the courses hed during the 
past fortnight, and we feel confident 
that lheir time this week will be spent 
In as proflta-ble a manner.

In a paper on "The African Rift 
Valleys," by Pror. .1. W. Gregory, read 
before the members of the Royo.1 Geo- 
graphical Society, the writer stated 
that the view of Suess, published in 
1 891 . that many of the chief East Af- 
rican valleys and lake basins were due 
to faults, was not 'n accordance with 
the then orthodox view that la»nd val- 
leys at* nearly always due to erosion. 
He availed himself of the opportunity 
in 1 892 to 1893, to visit this valley in 
order to examine its structure and 
origin. Observations at the highest part 
of the valley, where it crossed Bri tilth 
East Africa from Lake Barm go to 'Lake 
Natvasha, convinced him that the voJ- 
ley Ws due. to the sinking of the floor 
between parallel fractures, and there- 
fore that Suesa' view was correct apart 
from some modifications as to the age 
and history of the valley. / 

Since that date, much additional evi- 
dence has been obtained ; maps of most 
of the area were available; dates put 
forward in 1193 on physiographic In-, 
feren had been settled by the direct 
evidlenoe of fossils, and the extension 
of the Rift Valley had been traced 
south of the Zambesi. That this valley 
rmr.de by the subsidence of Its 
floor between two more or leas parallel 
aerlear of fractures had been accepted, 
as far as he knew, by every geologist 
who had visited H. The only excep- 
tion was that Dr. Ball, aa corr/tary to 
hi*' views on the Gulf of Suez, bad ex- 
pressed doubt an to the origin of the 
Red Sea trough by faulting. Unlike 
ordinary va leys, It was not formed by 
I the removal of piecemeal, by rivers or 
wind of the mr.ierlal that once filled 
'ft, but the material sinking in mass, so 
that what was now its floor, had for- 
merly -stood level wMh the highlands 
on each auïa-

UNITKD STATES. — Some of the 
lines owned or controlled by the Grand 
Trunk in the U. S. are operated by 
themselves and reported under the G. 
T. Railway Co. However, the majo- 
rity of those American lines of their 
are operated by separate companies, 
who themselves have certain arrange- 
ments by lease or control of smaller 
wailway companies which give feed- 
em to tbe principal American com- 
panies. 

The G. T. Wester^] Railway, operated 
under that name, is the most import- 
ant, it operating from Port Huron (op- 
posite Sarnla) to Chicago, a double 
track main line. As previously etatcrl 
the Grand Trunk opened the Atlantic 
and St. Lawrence Railway which runs 
from Island Pond, nt the international 
boundary to Portland, .Me. This rail- 
road has two small subsidiary lines, 
Tbe Central Vermont system Is con- 
trolled entirely by the Grand Trunk 
and the main line> runs to New Lon- 
dno. Conn, This system controls six 
branches in the States of New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont, and three branches 
in the province of Queboc.
